There is not only a great 'eiyoymint, but 


there is great good in reading a good book.— 
It is a quickening and elevating eon ipaulon. 
Dr. Franklin was accustomed to attri jute his 
usefulness and eminence to his having early 
read Cotton Mathers "Essaysito do Good.'*— 
Luther was inspired to undertake me great 
labors of his lite by reading the "Life and 
Writings of John. Huss." A'cclebrated Ital- 
ian poet was first drawn to litcrature|by read- 
irig "Plutarch's Lives." Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
one of the most eminent painters, attributed 
his first passionate impulse, towards the study 
of art,to reading the life of a great planter.— 
Who can tell what the difference to Abraham 
Lincoln and tho world might have befen, if his 
early reading had been the lives of eminent 
highwaymen and the New York Ledger, in- 
stead of Plutarch's Lives, Weeai's life of 
Washington, and that best-of all books which 
his'mother taught him to read, the Uiblc?— 
"In literature," said an eminent Englsh Lord, 
"£ am fond of confining myself to the. beat 
company." Let that be -your, motto, my 
youug

THE COST OP IEOH. 


Maine is not diieetly to a very large extent 


interested in the manufacture of iron, hut in- 
di-ectlv there is no State in the Union that is 
more interested in the pr^ce of that material, 
which is used so extensively in our most im- 
portant industries 
In former articles we 


have shown now materially our shipbuilding 
is affected bv the burdensome tax put upon 
the imrioi tation of an article which m the na- 
ture of things ive mmt import 
We have 


shown how the farmer and the mechanic 
^ ere burdened by the extra cost of their im- 
plements how the cost of transportation is 
enhanced,how the trade of the country is con- 
sequently crrpDled, and more directly, how 
the business of shipbuilding has been almost 
ruined by the cost of one of the commonest 
materials used in construction. We propose 
to present a few facts m jelation to the man- 
ufacture of iron to show how well and how 
justly tht. burden m ly be lightened 


It is well known that Congress has been nr 


senth requested to abate or modify the tariff 
iron on m common w i th other articles of prime 
necessity to our various industries 
Since 


that agitation commenced, the iron makers 
have been in a flutter of excitement, and the> 
ha\ e presented remonstrances to Congress 
"indignantly" denying the statements of 
Special Commissioner Wells, that pig iron 
can be produced for §26 per ton 
Thej state 


that it cannot be made in this country for 
Itos than $29—and the remarkable feature of 
their claim is the manner m-which the doc 
tors disagree, some of them figuring it as 
high as $J4 per ton 
The venom with which 


they have pursued. 3Ir. Wells personally 
ahustng him in the most indecent style, shows 
the weakness of their cause, and further 
than that, their own statements fullj confirm 
tie fact that pig iron can be made in this 
couutrj for even less than $28, and that Con 
grass may well reduce the tariff thereon more 
than fifty per cent
